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IN FAMOUS RICE CASE. 


Documents Purporting to Be Signed by 


the Tera Millionaire Declared For- 


gweries—Albert T. Patrick, Attorney 
for the Dead Man, Claims Control of 


the Estate of $7,500,000 and Is Taken 


Open and Will Found. 


New York, Oct. 4.—[Special.}—Albert T. 
attorney for William M. Rice, the 
Texas millionaire, who died suddenly over a 
week ago, and Charles S. Jones, Rice’s secre- 
tary and valet, were arrested tonight on the 
charge of forging documents connected with 
the dead man’s estate. 
While arrests have been expected, this te: 


‘the first definite action. The facts in the 
case were peculiar and inquiry 


has not 
ceased since the millionaire’s death. 

The day following the death of Mr. Rice 
recently, Mr. Patrick took to the banking- 
house of 8. M. Swenson & Sons, a check 
drawn in his favor and signed by Mr. Rice 
for $25,000, another for $65,000, and two 
checks on the Fifth Avenue Trust company, 
for $25,000 and $135,000 respectively. 

The bankers at the time the checks were 
presented did not know of Rice's death and 
telephoned his house to verify the signatures. 
The valet, Jones, answered that his master 
was asleep and could not be disturbed. On 
being called up later he admitted Rice was 
dead. Payment on the checks was refused 


day’s arrests. 


Estate Is Worth $7,500,000. 

The dead man’s estate is estimated worth 
over $7,500,000, and securities found in Rice’s 
strong box opened today indicate that it is 
fully that amount. 

Patrick and Jones were arrested by head- 
quarters detectives after examination had 
been made by experts tonight of documents 
and securities discovered in the strong box 
of the dead Texas millionaire. 

Chief McCluskey said after the arrest had 
been made that the investigations of the 
handwriting experts left no ground for doubt 
that the two checks presented after Rice's 
death—one for $656,000 and the other for 
$25,000—and three instruments transferring 
theusands of dollars to Patrick were forg- 


eries. 

Experts Kinsley, Carvalho, and Hagen 
found in the corner of each of the instru- 
ments a small pin hole, which they said was 
evidence that the signatures had been 
traced. 

One of the papers was an assignment on 
the New York Safe Deposit company grant- 
ing to Patrick the lease of the strong box 
in which Millionaire Rice kept his valuable 
papers. Another assignment of the same 
kind related to the Fifth Avenue Trust com- 
pany, and gave all the securities held by 
them into the keeping of Patrick. 

Another instrument was the revocation of 
all of Captain Baker’s rightg to securities 
held by the New York Trust company. 


Will Makes Patrick the Heir. 
Captain McCluskey said a second will was 
found in the strong-box which nullified the 
diaposition of his property made by Mr. 
Rice in a will executed in September, 1896. 
In the first will nine-tenths of his estate was 
left to the William M. Rice Institute in 
Texas. The second will, which was found 
today, was executed on June 80 last, and 
leaves nine-tenths of the estate to Patrick. 

These statements of Captain McCluskey 
tonight were at variange with statements 
“made by others earlier that no other will 
had been found in the strong-box today. 

The strong-box of the dead millionaire in 
the vaults of the New York Surety com- 
pany, 140 Broadway, was opened this even- 
ing. Securities valued at $1,000,000 were 
found in it. 

The time set for the opening of the safe 
‘was 4:30 p. m., just after the Surety com- 
pany had closed its business for the day. 
At that hour there were present James W. 
Gerard of Bowers & Sands, counsel for Cap- 
tain James A. Baker, who represents Mr. 
Rice’s Southern heirs; Captain Baker him- 
self; N. S. Meldrum, General Manager of the 
Eastern and Western Texas railroad, of 
which Mr. Rice was the principal owner; 
A. T. Patrick, the lawyer, who had control 
of a large amount of Rice's property at the 
time of his death; and Secretary Vose of 
the Surety company., 


Strong Box Is Broken Open. 

Within two minutes two men with drills, 
chisels, and other safe opening implements 
appeared, and then the doors were locked. 

Mr. Rice’s safe was on the ground floor, 
about the middle one in a row of a dozen. 
Its front was about three feet square. No 
one but Mr. Rice knew the combination, and 
it was necessary to force it open to get at 
the contents. This operation was the work 
of exactly three hours. 

First to be taken out were securities to the 
value-of $500,000 in the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa railroad, then came several thou- 
Sand shares of preferred stock in Texas rail- 
roads, notably the Eastern and Western; 
then mortgages of rea] estate in Houston 
and Dallas to the value of about $200,000, and 
lastly more railroad shares, the value of 
which was not disclosed. There was no 
money. 

Lawyer Patrick sald efter the examina- 
tion: I was not disappointed in the aggre- 
gate value of the securities found. It cor- 
roborates my impression that Mr. Rice's es- 
tate is worth about $7,500,000. The bulk of 
the securities are in Texas, those found to- 
night being only such as Mr. Rice wanted to 
keep under his own eye, so to speak.” | 


Dispute Over Right to Safe. 

Mr. Gerard said; “I understand that Mr. 
Patrick claims the sole right of access to 
the Rice safe. If so, he is making a claim 
without foundation, for neither he nor I nor 
any one else will be permitted to touch the 
securities without authority from the court. 
Whether Mr. Rice made a will later than 
that of 1896 I am not prepared to say. All 
of us had an idea that we would find one in 
the safe, together with private papers, that 
would go far toward ending the controversy 
that has arisen over the estate.“ 

Captain Baker on behalf of the Southern 
heirs expressed himself as satisfied with the 
examinatiog so far as the value of the securi- 
tles was concerned. He had taken an in- 
ventory, but declined to make it public at 
present. It was his intention, he said, to re- 
main in New York until every element of 
mystery surrounding the case had been 


cleared awgy.

Fora time he 
appeared to have a large supply of money 
and kept two servants. Later he discharged 
them, and for fifteen years his life was that 
of a recluse. During that time the yacht 
had become dismantied and was in such a

CICERO TRUSTEES FACE CHARGES 
Ax FELLOWSHIP CLUB. 


Discussion of Gambling at 88 
track and Measures for Its Sup- 
pression Leads Ww.

Proof was called for by Trustee Cole, and a 
resolution was offered by a member of the 
club that it be the sense of the club that the 
insinuation was not true. The resolution 
was tabled. 

Mr. Tuttle’s charges were made during the 
course of a discussion by members of the 
club and invited gu as to ways, means, 
and possibilities of suppressing the Haw- 
thorne racetrack. Various remedies were 
suggested, among which were the following: 

The election of a new Town President and Town 


board. ; 

The appropriation of $50,000 as a fighting fund. 

The organization of a couple or more companies 
of militia who could be used in place of hired de- 
tectives from private agencies. 

& $100 license for the racing track, thesrevoca- 
tion of the license in case gambling was permit- 
ted, and the arrest of every official and employé in 
case the track then continued open. n 

But the best way,“ said Mr. Tuttle, “is 
to elect a Town President with some nerve 
and a Town board who would, if they could, 
suppress the place. There has been consid- 
erable money spent in the Town of Cicero to 
keep that track open during this last sum- 
mer. That money benefited some one who 
could have closed up the track if it was 
wanted, President Jones started once to 
close the track, and had a force of 
tives from the Ross agency here to do it 
with, but he suddenly backed out.“ 

The answer of each of the town officials to 
Mr. Tuttle was in the nature of a defense 
of himself. If the meeting in session were 
not in a church, said Trustee Haffner, he 
would take off his coat during the course of 
his reply. 

President Jones could close it at any mo- 
ment he wanted to, said Mr. Cole, as the 
President had ex-officio the power of a 
Sheriff, and could summon a posse of citi- 
zens without cost to help

SAYS MEN MAY TAKE : 
BY FORCE WHAT THEY © 
NEED TO SUSTAIN LIFE. 


Rev. John W. Melody Electrifies Mem- 
bers of the Illinois Charitable Relief 
Corps at Auditorium Meeting by His 
Advanced Position. 


“ Labor has the right to take what Is nece 
essary to sustain life by force if social con- 
ditions: do not permit of reasonable and 
frugal comfort. At times it is n 
to commit crime the name of liberty, 
declared the Rev. John Webster Melody last 
night in his address before the members of 
the Illinois Charitable Relief corps at the 
Auditorium. Cheers and shouts of encour- 
agement followed this statement, and showed 
the minister that his audience agreed with 


Starting with the three clauses of the Dec- 
laration of Independence which declare the 
rights of men to “ life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness, the speaker said: ‘“‘ The 
right to life implies the right to sustain life. 
otherwise this provision is nugatory and of 
no weight. When the wolf is on our neck 
and we are on the point of starvation, we 
can rightly take what is necessary to sustain 
life. The right to life also carries with it the 
right to adjust wages. That employers are 
bound to give wages sufficient for a decent 
living follows inevitably from our inaliena- 
dle right to life and our right to sustain it. 
No man can remain politically free and in- 
dustrially a slave. If political freedom falls 
to remedy the ills attending on his poverty 
is it surprising that the miner looks upon po- 
litical liberty as sounding brass? / 

A large audience was present, bringing into 
the treasury of the Relief corps a snug sum 
of money for charitable purposes during the 
coming year. Attention is given by the or- 
ganization to the alleviation of suffering 
throughout the city, and especially to chil- 
dren in juvenile schools and reformatories.

MORE WORKINGS. 


Few Shafts in the Anthracite 
Region Are Now Produe- 
ing Any Coal. 


NO BREAKS FROM RANKS. 


Union Leaders Stop Marching 
Columns and Call Another 
Mass- Meeting of Diggers.

INDEPENDENTS ARE SILENT. 


— 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] | 

Hazleton, Pa., 4.—[Special.}—More col- 
Meries in the Schuylkill district were shut 
down this morning and tonight. President 
Mitchell of the United Mine Workers associa- 
tion declared every one of the Philadelphia 
and Reading's thirty-nine collieries, with one 
exception, idle. The exception is at Trevor- 
ton. The gains of the strikers were made at 
Tower City, Good Spring, and Lincoln. John 
Fahy, President of the Schuylkill district, 
estimates the number of strikers in that re- 
gion is 49,760. 

In the Panther Creek region the strike is 
making slow progress. No attention is paid 
to the operators’ proposition, and the strik- 
ers insist word to return to work must come 
from Mitchell. 

It was reported here tonight that the inde- 
pendent operators, upon whom depends the 
speedy termination of the strike, were in 
consultation again in New York. President 
Mitchell declared he knew nothing of the 
meeting nor of any decision reached by the 
operators. 

The usual number of marches on the col- 
lieries near Hazelton occurred this morn- 
ing, but again trouble was averted. At 5 
a. m. 200 strikers started for No. 40 colliery, 
but they were stopped halfway by Sheriff 
Harvey at the head of a force of coal and 
iron police. 

. Promises to Ship No Coal. 

Later another force marched on Pond 
Creek. The strikers were met near the 
mine by the superintendent, who told them 


the company was only developing the place 


and that little coal was being The 
strikers exacted a promise from the super- 
intendent not to ship any coal to market until 
the strike is over, on which condition the 
men were allowed to return to work. The 
marchers were then taken to the store, 
where they were treated to and 
apples. 

The collieries at Beaver Meadows and Lat- 
timer are still in operation, despite the de- 
termined efforts of the strikers to get the 
men out. If trouble happens in this region 
it probably will be at one of these two mines. 
Lattimer already has a bloody record. Both 
places are guarded by considerable forces 
of deputies and coal and iron police. 

It is reported here that the strikers in a 
number of places are destitute andere clam- 
oring for aid fromthe union. The strike offi- 
cials, however, declare the reports are un- 
true. 

A parade and mass-meeting of the strikers 
is to take place at Scranton next Wednes- 
day, and the strikers are bent 6n making it 
equal or surpass the Wilkesbarre demon- 
stration. 


Union Leaders Stop Marchers. 

Shamokin, Pa., Oct. 4-—-Three thousand 
strikers, headed by a band and 300 
slatepicker boys, the latter carrying small 
American flags, left Mount Carmel at 6 
o'clock this evening to march to Trevorton, 
sixteen miles distant, in Northumberland 
County, to compel the workmen of the North 
Franklin colliery to remain at home tomor- 
row. George Hartline, Secretary of the 
district union, accompanied by several local 
members of the Executive board, hurried up 
the road, and at Green Ridge, three miles 
out from Mount Carmel, came upon the 
marchers. The committee mounted a plat- 
form, and Hartline in a five-minute address 
persuaded the boys to go home. Then he 
hurried to this place, where 5,000 miners 
were gathered on Shamokin and Commerce 
streets awaiting the arrival of the marchers. 
From a hotel balcony Hartline told of his 
successful mission and pleaded with his 
auditors to disperse, which they did. 

Some time later officials of the North 
Franklin announced that to prevent trouble 
the colliery would not be operated until 
strike was settled.

Today 
about twenty cars passed down the road, 
while the average before the strike was about 
1,400 cars daily. 

Appeal to Hanna and Jones. 

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 4.—[Special.J—A

DOCTOR TAKES HIS LIFE

Dr. Rhinehardt Hermann, 164 Martin 
Street, Milwaukee, committed suicide early 
yesterday morning at the Union Hotel, 117 
Randolph street.

An empty glass lay on a 
chair beside the bed on which the body was 
found. The burns about the lips showed 
that some acid had caused Dr.

Enough of the 
acid had been taken to kill a score of men, 
and death must have been instantaneous. 
: Efforts were made to keep the suicide 
a secret. The police learned of it tardily, 
after an apparent endeavor on the part 
of some one to impersonate the Coroner. 
On the word of this person the body was 
removed to Rolston’s undertaking rooms,

His deportment gave no indication 
of his intended self-destruction. He re- 
tired shortly after 11 p. m. and left no call 
for his awakening.

It is an easy step from the plundering 
of corporations to the plundering of 
natural men who are guilty of the crime 
of being well-to-do. There is good reason 
to fear that if Mr. Bryan were President 
he would so far on the road to socialism 
as to make it his rule of action that the 
man without a dollar had rights and that 
the man with a dollar had none and need 
expect no protection from the national gov- 
ernment. | 

This means the subversion of the con- 
stitution and laws.of the United States. 
It means an attack upon the fundamental 
principles of our government; a new defini- 
tion of the duties of the President; an 
abandonment? of the functions of the gen- 
eral. government as exercised from its 
foundation until now. It means a denial 
of rights to some citizens and some kinds 
of property and to the States which have 
created and established these rights. In 
short, it means the establishment of a 
revolution trust,” with Mr. Bryan as its 
Chief Executive.

A MAN OF DESTINY. 

Mayor Harrison has been looking back 
complacently over his brief official career 
and has been impressed with the fact that 
he has come out victorious in certain trials 
of power between himself and Mr. Altgeld, 
Mr. Yerkes, and others. “I am beginning 
to think that I am a man of destiny,” he is 
reported as saying. This is a dangerous be- 
lief for a man to get into his head, if he 
means by it that he is going to be successful 
in everything he does throughout his life. 
Such a belief is apt to make him a little in- 
cautious or even reckless. It is not good 
for a man to get the idea that he is invincible 
—especially not until after all his battles are 
fought. The Mayor is over young to decide 
that a propitions fate has taken permanent 
charge of his fortunes. Destiny itself has 
been known to stumble in such cases. It is 
better for a man to wait until he comes to 
the end of his career before concluding that 
he is “a man of destiny.“ ‘ 

The original man of destiny—the flret Na · 
poleon—had his victories, like Mayor Harri- 
son. He overcame antagonists who filled 
larger places in the world’s history than Alt- 
geld or Yerkes, but he also had his reverses 
as well as his successes. He entered Berlia 
in triumph, but he also entered Moscow. 
He had his Wagram and Jena, but he had 
also his Leipsic and at last his Waterloo. 
He succeeded in getting the better of Melas 
and of the Archduke of Austria, but after- 
ward he had to encounter Wellington. Na- 
poleon would not have described bimself at 
the end of his career as a man of destiny, for 
a destiny that landed him in Biba and finally 
in St. Helena was nothing of which to brag. 

The Mayor has not been in the field long 
enough to draw any valid conclusions about 
his destiny. It took Napoleon twenty-five 


years to secure the necessary data about | 


his particular destiny, and after the re- 
turns were all in he had reason to conclude 
that he was not so unanimously elected 
by the fates as he had imagined during his 
buoyant and somewhat aggressive youth. 
It would be wiser for Mayor Harrison to 
wait a quarter of a century or so before 
deciding the delicate point which he has 
mentioned. Fate may still have a mareh 
into Russia in store for him, and likewise 
a Waterloo—especially if he gets the notion 
that he is “a man of destiny” and does 
not need to work for his victories. Then 
his faith in his star would be shattered and 
he would hear unkind references to the sub- 
ject. A “man of destiny” after his 
Waterloo is one of the most uncomfortable 
creatures on the face of the earth. The 
lot of the man who simply sets out to win 
by his own merits and good work is alto- 
gether preferable. It is not wise for a 
Chicago Mayor to pose as “ modern Alex- 
ander” or as “ a man of destiny.” 


_ |“ TRUSTS” BREED COMPETITION. 
Within the last few days there have been 
interesting developments regarding . two 
latge industrial combinations. One is the 
print paper “ trust” and the other is the 


fact that their attempt to control supply 
and prices is a failure. The fact that 
they were apparently making money has 
in both cases created powerful competi- 
tion, thus proving again that the evils of 
monopolies may in the end bring their own 
cure without legislative assistance except 
in cases where the raw material can be 
absolutely controlled. 

The International Paper company was 
organized to control the manufacture of 
print paper, and as it possessed its own 
pulp forests it was able for a time to hold 
a stronger grip on its product than any of 
the other so-called industrial trusts: It 
put up prices and prepared to control the 
market as it pleased. Now it finds itself 
confronted with a powerful rival. With- 
in a few days the Great Northern Paper 
company, organized for the express pur- 
pose of competing with the trust, will open 
up a large new mill at Millannucket, Me. 
Thus the trust will find itself face to face 
with a rival whose capacity for making 
paper is fully one-fourth its own. The 
new company has the further advantage 
of having sold a year’s product in advance. 
The International company cannot adopt 
the usual “trust” tactics of crushing its 
competitor by underselling it until it gives 
up. That the old monopoly is already af- 
fected is indicated by the fact that the 
paper market has yielded a fraction of a 
cent a pound. The new concern has an 
inexhaustible supply of pulp timber, has 
strong financial backing, and represents a 
stronger opposition than that which has 
confronted any other of the newer combina- 
tions. The days when the International 
company could make its own prices on print 
paper.are apparently at an end. 

The disintegration of the brass combine 
is somewhat different, but it points in the 
same direction. Oh Oct, 1 the so-called 
Brass association voluntarily dissolved 
after ten years of existence. It was or- 
ganized to limit production and keep up 
prices, and for a time its power was strong 
int its own field. It was able to force the 
copper miners to its own terms, and under 
its influence the brass manufacturers in 
the Naugatuck Valley, in Connecticut, were 
able to make dividends regardless of bad 
times. But soon others began to look with 
a covetous eye on the brass business, since 
it was so profitable. New mills were start- 


have finally agreed that the old combination 
is useless and would better be abandoned. 
‘While one set of economic forces is tend- 
ing to create great combinations of capital, 
it is evident that there are other forces 
tending to disintegrate these large aggre- 
gations. Whenever a trust raises prices 
artificially it immediately sets the opposing 
force of competition into action and ulti- 
mately causes its own collapse or loss of 
power.

BOBS BIRTHDAY PRESENT. 


has been presented with a handsome gift 
upon his birthday anniversary by the British 
government. In addition to a large money 
compensation and sundry medals of dis- 
tinetion and a large collection of swords, 
he has been made Commander-in-@hief of 
the British army. to succeed Sir Garnet 
Wolseley, whose term of office has expired. 
This virtually means the retirement of 
General Wolseley, an able and gallant sol- 
dier, as General Buller will probably suc- 
ceed General Roberts in south Africa, and 
the Duke of Connaught will remain as com- 
mander of the forces in Ireland, the posi- 
tion formerly held by General Roberts. 

The appointment of General Roberts to 
the head of the army will give satisfaction 
to all Englishmen except the little band 
of Boer sympathizers headed by Mr. La- 
bouchere, who have so vigorously an- 
tagonized the government's policy, and pos- 


| ministration of the army has been severe- 
ly criticised, especially during the early 
period of the Transvaal campaign, when 
reverse followed reverse under Buller and 
Methuen, and the situation was not re- 
lieved until Roberts assumed command. 
The English people are always generous 
in rewarding their military heroes, and 
they look upon this birthday gift as a 
fitting recognition of General Roberts’ 
services in south Africa. Tue outside 
world, looking o dispassionately and un- 
moved by local enthusiasm, will conclude 
that in reality General Roberts was not 
invested with his new honor as a recogni- 
tion of any glory he may have won in 
crushing the Boers with a largely superior 
force and immensely superior resources, but 
that it is a mark of gratitude for his service 
in undoing the wretched work of his prede- 
cessors and turning the tide of defeat in 
the direction of victory by conducting a 
campaign without errors and bringing order 
out of confusion. He has displayed tactical 


glory in the victory over the Boers. The 
Flory is on the other side even in defeat. 
That General Roberts’ birthday gift has 
its political significance is evident. There 
has been great popular dissatisfaction in 
Eugland with the administration of the 
army, the faults of which have been most 
unjustly laid at General Wolseley's door.

Careful of fifty Republican, Demo- 
cratic, and independent newspapers printed 
in New York City and in all parts of the 
State make it clear that the campaign has 
not yet really begun to get warm in that 
part of the country.
